Freed reporters detail 
their imprisonment 
in North Korea

SAN FRANCISCO Two American TV report- 
ers imprisoned in North Korea for months 
say communist soldiers “violently dragged” 
them back when they returned to Chinese 
soil after briefly crossing into the reclusive 
country, 

In an article posted Tuesday on Current 
TV’s Web site, Laura Ling and Euna Lee said 
they hesitantly followed their guide when 
he beckoned them across a frozen river into 
the North and were “firmly back” on the 
Chinese side when North Korean border 
guards grabbed them on March 17. 

“We tried with all our might to cling to 
bushes, ground, anything that would keep 
us on Chinese soil, but we were no match 
for the determined soldiers,” the journal- 
ists wrote in their most thorough account 
of the circumstances of their arrest. “They 
violently dragged us back across the ice to 
North Korea and marched us to a nearby 
army base, where we were detained.” 

At the time of their arrest, the two were 
reporting a story for San Francisco-based 
Current TV about North Korean women who 
were forced into the sex trade or arranged 
marriages when they defected to China. After 
their capture, Lee and Ling were sentenced 
to 12 years of hard labor for trespassing and 
“hostile acts” against North Korea. 

The women were moved to a Pyongyang 
guesthouse and held there until the North 
pardoned them in early August after a land- 
mark trip to Pyongyang by former President 
Bill Clinton. 

Lee and Ling suggested they might have 
been lured into crossing the border by their 
Korean-Chinese guide.

The two said some parts of their captiv- 
ity were too painful to revisit publicly, but 
their experiences “pale when compared to 
the hardship facing so many people living 
in North Korea or as illegal immigrants in 
China.”

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Poll finds Chicagoans split 
on whether they back the bid

Support in Chicago for the 2016 Summer Olympic Games has 
dwindled, with residents now sharply divided over whether the 
city should host the Games, a Tribune/WGN poll has found. 

Nearly as many city residents oppose Mayor Daley’s Olympic 
plans, 45 percent, as support them, 47 percent. And residents 
increasingly and overwhelmingly oppose using tax dollars to cover 
any financial shortfalls for the Games, with 84 percent disapprov- 
ing of the use of public money. 

The poll comes a month before the International Olympic 
Committee selects the host city for the 2016 Olympics. Chicago 
is competing against Tokyo, Madrid and Rio de Janeiro. 

The new results show slippage from the 2-to-1 support found in 
a Tribune poll in February, and experts said the findings could hurt 
Chicago’s chances. 

“When less than half of the folks polled indicate they'd be will- 
ing to support the Olympics, that’s certainly not an enthusiastic 
mandate for bringing the Games to Chicago,” said sports finance 
expert Dennis Howard of the University of Oregon. “I can’t speak 
for the IOC members who will be making the decision, but I’d be 
fairly certain this would not help the cause for Chicago.” 

Patrick Ryan, who is leading the Chicago 2016 bid committee, 
declined to comment Wednesday about the poll results. 

The telephone survey of 380 Chicago registered voters, con- 
ducted Aug. 27 through Monday by Market Shares Corp., has a 
margin of error of 5 percentage points. 

The Tribune/WGN poll is the first measure of public sentiment 
since Daley did an about-face in June, saying he would sign the 
standard host city contract giving the city full financial responsibil- 
ity for any losses—a move that triggered a firestorm of criticism. 
Until then, the city had been lobbying for amendments to the con- 
tract that would recognize the city’s limited guarantees. 

Poll respondents made it abundantly clear that they disapprove 
of Daley’s promise of an unlimited guarantee in the event the 
Games lose money, with 75 percent opposed. 

In a city already upset over the privatization of parking meters 
and worried about further cutbacks in government services, those 
respondents who talked to reporters expressed concerns about the 
economy, the cost of hosting the Games and traffic congestion. 

Even a majority of those who favor the Olympics opposed using 
taxes to cover losses and were against the unlimited guarantee. 

Mary Beth Nick, who lives in West Rogers Park, said the 
Olympics were not worth the disruption they would cause. “And 
I think we should concentrate on improving the quality of life in 
the city for more than a lot of visitors who are going to be here for 
a fortnight,” she said.

North Side resident Melanie Payne said she was ambivalent 
about the Olympics. She said the Games would provide an interna- 
tional showcase for the city, which she called the “most wonderful 
place to live.” But she wondered about costs. 

“T think many Europeans still view us as the city of Al Capone 
and rat-a-tat-tat,” Payne said. “There’s a trade-off, but I hope the 
Olympics would not put us in a financial hole.” 

Daley and members of his Chicago 2016 bid committee said 
most costs will be covered by revenues from the Olympics, devel- 
oper financing and donations. They project making money but 
have lined up $750 million in city and state guarantees in case of 
losses. 

Chicago 2016 also has lined up $1 billion in private insurance 
coverage to protect taxpayers in the event of natural disasters, can- 
cellation of the Games or a collapse of development financing. 

The Tribune/WGN poll was conducted over five days, begin- 
ning the day after the Civic Federation released a report that was 
generally supportive of the 2016 committee’s financial plans. 

Aaron Williams-Banks, a college student who works part-time 
for the Chicago Park District, favors the Games and believes tax- 
payers are adequately protected. 

“We need a boost to our economy,” he said. “This is a great thing. 
The Olympics will help the city.” 


Would Chicago 
breeze be a bust? 


It is, after all, the Windy City. 

But a line concerning Chicago's 11 mph August 
lakefront winds appeared among potential hitches 
to the city’s 2016 Summer Olympics bid in an 
International Olympic Committee report released 
Wednesday. 

Bigger issues—transportation, funding and public 
opinion—drew more official attention in the report. 
Nevertheless, the whiffle over breeziness in Chicago 
stirred up its own little meteorological tempest. 

“There are windier places,” said Bill Wilson, a 
meteorologist with the National Weather Service 
in Romeoville. Average wind speeds in August are 
higher in Fargo, N.D., San Francisco, Honolulu, Boston 
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and New York City. And the National 
Climatic Data Center shows Chicago's 
August winds are about the same on 
average as winds in L.A. and Atlanta, 
which hosted the 1984 and 1996 Summer 
Olympics. 

But average winds are lower at all three rival 
2016 host cities, according to NCDC databases 
of average annual winds, the only consistent 
statistic kept for all four cities. 

The bodies governing wind-vulnerable sports, 
such as archery, rowing and tennis, have told 
the lOC they can live with the average breezes 
in any of the candidate cities. But only one 
of those places is called the Windy City, even 
if it's generally agreed that Chicago got that 
nickname mostly because of its long-winded 
politicians and boosters, rather than just the 
weather.

No clear 
favorites 


with IOC 
evaluation

The International Olympic Committee’s evalu- 
ation of the four finalists for the 2016 Summer 
Olympics gave supporters of each bid reasons 
for celebration and concern as they head into 
the final month of the campaign. 

The IOC evaluation commission report, 
issued Wednesday on the Internet, found flaws 
with each of the bids, some based on outdated 
information. 

The report is unlikely to be the decisive fac- 
tor in the Oct. 2 vote for the 2016 Summer 
Games host. 

Chicago’s bid committee already has 
addressed two of the issues raised in the 98-page 
report, which was based on information the 13- 
member evaluation commission gathered dur- 
ing visits to Chicago, Tokyo, Rio de Janeiro and 
Madrid this spring. 

One risk highlighted for Chicago’s bid was 
the planned use of many temporary venues. 
In its detailed evaluation of the Chicago bid’s 
response to the 17 themes assessed, the report 
praises the city’s concept for being “in line with 
the IOC Games Study Commission recom- 
mendation to ‘build a new venue only if there 
is a legacy need.’” 

In the same sentence, the report says that 
means a greater burden on the Olympic orga- 
nizing committee to pay for and deliver that 
part of the project, as opposed to cities that 
build permanent structures and do not assign 
their cost and development to the Games oper- 
ations budget. 

In its summary of the Chicago bid, the report 
says there is increased risk in Chicago due to an 
“emphasis on major temporary or scaled-down ven- 
ues.” That includes the Olympic Stadium, which 
would be a temporary, 80,000-seat structure. 

Chicago bid officials have insisted their venue 
plan not only is financially responsible but could 
be a model for future Olympic host cities. 


Chicago 2016 chairman Patrick Ryan said 
Wednesday the city’s bid could have avoided 
some of the criticism on financial guarantees 
expressed in the International Olympic 
Committee's evaluation report if the city had 
agreed earlier to sign the standard host city 
contract. After the IOC rejected Chicago's 
request for exceptions to the contract, Mayor 
Daley told the lOC in June that the city 

would sign it.

It’s unclear 
how long the woman had been dead, but the 
medical examiner’s office said Wednesday 
the woman died of heart disease. 

Some of her neighbors told authorities 
they were totally unaware that she lived 
there, but some neighbors remembered

Homicide tracker

The news has been grim for South Shore. 

The community area has seen four shooting 
deaths since Aug. 27, according to a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data. A total of 
seven homicides were recorded in South Shore 
in August, which represents 14 percent of the 
city’s homicide toll for the month, RedEye found. 

The deaths bring South Shore’s homicide 
count for the year to 14. 

Chicago Police spokesman Roderick Drew 
said the police department plans to ramp up 
its efforts in South Shore “because we are 
constantly reviewing crime reduction strategies 
and manpower deployment citywide in response 
to crime trends. At the end of the day our goal is 
to ensure the safety of residents, and even one 
homicide is too many for us.” 

Citywide, August ended this week with 
49 homicides, including one case of reckless 
homicide in an automobile crash. Chicago police 
recorded 49 homicides in August 2008. 

So far this year, police have logged about 
10 percent fewer homicides than the same 
period last year. Police recorded 54 homicides in 
September 2008.

There is nothing the Great Burgerelli 

adores more than a fine burger. But 
one thing does come close: fine beer. 
Any establishment that combines both 
without compromising either has a 
special place in my heart. This week, 
I cleared a little space there for the 
Bad Apple, a North Center newcomer 
offering a solid list of affordable ($8- 
$10) burgers, many with beer-infused 
toppings, alongside a powerful beer 
list. 


BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: A half-pound patty formed 
from the fine beef of New York meat 
purveyor Pat LaFreida. The Great 
Burgerelli’s not usually one to name- 
drop, but this Pat LaFreida fellow 
deserves a tip of the hat. The gentleman 
knows beef—and here, he’s created a 
special recipe of ground chuck for Bad 
Apple chef/co-owner Craig Fass.

feels no need to conform to expecta- 
tions when a bun substitute can do 
better. One burger, topped with white 
cheddar cheese and Flying Dog 
Gonzo Imperial Porter-glazed mush- 
rooms and onions, is served on an 
English muffin. Another, the Big 
Texan, requires thick, buttery slabs 
of Texas toast to handle the pulled 
pork- and onion ring-topped patty, 
which comes dripping with more 
barbecue sauce than a standard bun 
could tackle. 

The fixings: The first burger on the 
menu, the Bad Apple burger, offers pre- 
dictable toppings (lettuce, onion, toma- 
to, pickle, provolone), but after that 
things get silly. There are 10 burgers in 
all, including the popular Pat LaFreida 
(tomato, arugula, blue cheese, mayo) 
and the Slow Burn (sauteed chilies and 
onions, bacon, white cheddar). I had 
minor quibbles with the bacon on this 
last one, which erred on the cardboard 
side of crispy, but that chile-onion sau- 
tee certainly ensures that the burger 
lives up to its name. 


Everything else: Behind every great 
burger, there is a side of stupendous 
fries. Skin-on, deep brown and so crisp 
as almost to be crunchy, Bad Apple’s are 
among the best I have tasted this year. 

And while this could be the beer 
talking (watch out for that Flying Dog 
imperial porter!), I was most taken 
with the Bad Apple’s beer list. The 
current draft list includes everything 
from Surly Cynic Saison to New 
Holland Dragon’s Milk. If the 15-tap 
selection is not enough, there are more

than 80 bottles standing by to quench 
your thirst. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: The Bad 
Apple is a complete package: burgers, 
fries and beers all excellent on their 
own, but even better together.

tarist Dave Spaulding said. 

The Moves— Spaulding, Bryan Piper and 
Max Shreffler—are moving up the ranks of the 
gritty Chicago music scene and have been hit- 
ting stages all across the Midwest.

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so you can expect it to be raw and uncut. 
We're going to fire out as many songs as we 
can one after the other. This is a pretty big 
show for us. 


Your song “Revolution Bound” has gotten 
some buzz. Tell us about it. 

It’s a new song, and it’s a gay rights anthem. 
I wrote it right around the time [of] 
Proposition 8. ... I couldn’t think of another 
song that explicitly calls for equal rights for 
gays and the whole gay marriage issue, and 
to me that was an interesting thought to 
have. The lyrics just came together in a way 
that could best describe my thoughts about 
the issues. 


Tell us something totally random about the 
band. 

We all eat very differently. I am a carnivore, 
bassist Bryan is a vegetarian, and our drum- 
mer, Max, is gluten-free. Needless to say, we 
don’t share meals on tour. 


What’s the craziest thing that’s happened to 
the band? 

We were just on tour in July, and for the first 
three days we camped out to save money. 
Long story short: We were drunk and the 
tent flap got left open. The mosquitoes hit 
me like the plague. For the rest of the tour 
it looked like I had the chicken pox.

Ask model and fashion designer Emme wheth- 
er TV and other media are more accepting of 
plus-size people, and she quickly corrects you. 

“Average women,” she says. 

The host of the Fox reality dating show 
“More to Love” has been on this campaign since 
the mid-1990s, when she began telling full-size 
women to be more accepting of themselves. In 
her latest venture, she guides a 6-foot-3, 330- 
pound man as he chooses among 20 women 
who wear sizes ranging from 14 to 22. 

TV now is filled with images of full-figured 
people—real and fictional—although not as 
everyday people just living their lives. The 
shows focus on their size—on “More to Love,” 
the contestants’ height and weight, and that of 
the bachelor, were flashed on the screen as they 
were introduced in the first episode. 

Oxygen’s “Dance Your Ass Off,” which ended 
its first season Monday, featured 12 contestants 
who initially weighed a total of 3,000 pounds, 
and Lifetime’s “Drop Dead Diva” is about a 
model-wannabe who dies and comes back as 
plus-size attorney. 

The Style Network’s reality show “Ruby” is 
in its second season, telling the story of Ruby 
Gettinger of Savannah, Ga., who’s down to 350 
pounds from her highest weight of 716. 

“T think these welcomed shows are opening 
the aperture” on full-size women, said Emme, 
whose size ranges from a 12/14 to a14/16. “These 
are fun shows to watch, and they are really tak-

ing the perspective of the full-sized woman and 
bringing it into the type of package people can 
relate to.” 

Mo’Nique, a successful standup comic, 
helped set the table in 2005 with “Mo’Nique’s 
Fat Chance,” a cable series that encouraged 
plus-size women to feel comfortable in their 
own skins. 

“I just think that it was time for us to stop 
feeling like we were committing a sin, or we 
were doing something wrong just because we 
had a double belly or our arms flapped a little,” 
she said. “It was time for us to get out there and 
say, ‘We are beautiful too.’” 

But not everyone is getting on the curves-are- 
better wagon train. Who can forget the uproar 
about Jessica Simpson, whose true crime was 
one of fashion—wearing unattractive, high- 
waisted jeans? Or Jennifer Love Hewitt defend- 
ing her bikini look with words that never should 
have to be uttered: “A size 2 is not fat!” 

Women, the presumed demographic for the 
shows, aren’t always with the program either. 

Lesley Kinzel, a 32-year-old from Boston who 
runs a Web site called fatshionista, said that 
while she’s pleased that TV is more willing to 
show women her size (24/26), she’s not happy 
with the portrayal of women on “More to Love,” 
which she says features “a ridiculous amount of 
crying.” And don’t even ask about “Dance Your 
Ass Off” with its focus on weight loss. 

“More to Love” is “reinforcing the stereotype 
of amiserable, crying fat woman who hates her- 
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self,” Kinzel says. “That’s not my life and that’s 
not the life of my friends.” 

SallyAnn Salsano, executive producer of both 
“More to Love” and “Dance Your Ass Off,” 
believes the shows present positive images of 
full-figured people, although from different 
perspectives. “More to Love” focuses on people 
who are more comfortable with their weight, 
while “Dance Your Ass Off” is about people 
ready to make a change, she says. 

Salsano, who says she struggles with her own 
weight, worked previously on “The Bachelor,” 
where both the man and the contestants are 
pretty much physically perfect. 

“When we were casting girls, someone would 
say, “That girl’s a little too thick,’” Salsano said. “I 
would think, ‘I would kill to look like her.’ ” 

So when Mike Fleiss, creator of “The 
Bachelor” and “More to Love,” came calling 
again, she was more than ready. “We’re finally 
getting a show for people like us,” she recalled 
him saying. 

Still, even host Emme acknowledges that in 
the best of all possible worlds, the contestants 
would represent all sizes. And many hope for a 
future where size isn’t such a big deal. 

When Glamour recently did a swimsuit fash- 
ion shoot with full-figured model Crystal Renn 
and the copy didn’t mention her size, readers 
loved it, editor Cindi Leive said. 

“That is something that is new,” she said of 
the lack of editorial comment. “And women are 
ready to see that happen.”

Motorcycle jacket 

This can be a staple item for most 
women, says Yalof Schwartz,

An 
apple shape should build up her 
top alittle, and the jacket will 
help, especially with an oversized 
shirt peeking out the bottom and 
narrow-leg pants.

Thick thighs can be camouflaged with 

a longer blazer, which can look quite 
chic. An apple shape can wear narrow 
pants if there are no pleats and they 

are paired with a flowing top, Yalof 
Schwartz says, while a pear can do 
“narrowish but not severely narrow 
pants” with a slimmer top. 


Strong-shoulder 
jacket 

The strong-shoulder jacket, 
which very well might have 
shoulder pads, is an effective 
tool at balancing a wider 
bottom, so it was practically 
made for the pear shape. 
But an apple shape might

NEW YORK Dj AM had prescription pills in 
his stomach and one in his throat when police 
found him dead in his apartment, a New York 
City official said Wednesday. 

The official said six pills were found in the 
celebrity disc jockey’s stomach and that the pill 
in his throat appeared to be the powerful pain- 
killer OxyContin. The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, didn’t know how strong 
of a dose each pill contained and wasn’t sure 
what kind of pills were in DJ AM’s stomach. 

DJ AM, whose real name was Adam 
Goldstein, was found Friday evening in his 
apartment in New York City’s trendy SoHo 
neighborhood after a friend called 911. 

Paramedics had to break down the door 
before they found the 36-year-old, shirtless and 
wearing sweat pants, in his bed around 5:20 p.m. 


There was no evidence of foul play. 

A crack pipe and prescription pill bottles 
were discovered there. Final autopsy and toxi- 
cology reports are pending. 

Goldstein had openly discussed past addic- 
tions to crack cocaine, Ecstasy and other drugs. 
In October, MTV was to debut his reality show, 
“Gone Too Far,” in which he and concerned 
families staged interventions for drug abusers. 
It’s uncertain if the show will air. 

In an interview with the AP last month, he 
said the show provided a “terrifying” reminder 
of his own addiction. 

Goldstein was critically hurt in a plane crash 
last September in Columbia, S.C., that killed 
four people. He was flying in a Learjet after a 
performance with Travis Barker, a drummer for 
the pop-punk band Blink-182 and Goldstein’s 
partner in the duo TRVSDJ-AM. 


Jackson estate to pay for funeral

LOS ANGELES Michael Jackson’s estate will pay 
what are being called “extraordinary” expenses 
for the pop singer’s funeral, attorneys and a 
judge said Wednesday. 

L.A. Superior Court Judge Mitchell Beckloff 
authorized the current administrators of 
Jackson’s estate to pay for Jackson’s funeral and 
interment, which are scheduled for Thursday 
evening at Forest Lawn Glendale, which is about 
eight miles north of downtown L.A. He will be 
placed in the Great Mausoleum, where he'll join 
Hollywood legends such as Clark Gable, Jean 


Harlow, W.C. Fields and Red Skelton. 

Attorneys for Jackson’s mother, Katherine, 
had asked the judge to sign off on the expenses, 
which have not been disclosed. No one contest- 
ed who would pay the costs, but Beckloff said 
he had concerns about whether Jackson’s estate 
could afford it. 

Jeryll Cohen, an attorney for the administra- 
tors of Jackson’s estate, said the costs will be 
paid. She said the debt-ridden estate has enough 
cash to pay for the funeral. “The expenses are 
extraordinary,” Cohen said, “however, Michael 
Jackson was extraordinary.”

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‘Don’t Stop Believin’’ keeps on keepin’ on

The ongoing success of Journey’s “Don’t Stop 
Believin’ ” is a head-scratcher. 

The song, which peaked at No. 9 on the pop 
charts in 1981, isn’t even the Bay Area band’s 
biggest hit. That would be “Open Arms” (No. 2 
in 1982), followed by “Who’s Crying Now” (No. 
4, 1981) and “Separate Ways (Worlds Apart)” 
(No. 8 in 1983). 

Nevertheless, “Don’t Stop Believin’” continues 
to be a pop culture force. According to Nielsen 
SoundScan, it is the top music download from the 
80s as of the end of July, ahead of seven Michael 
Jackson songs, Bon Jovi’s “Livin’ on a Prayer” and 
Survivor's “Eye of the Tiger.” (Last week, the song 
still was among iTunes’ Top 100 downloads, the 
oldest song on the current list by far.) 

“The lyric is a strong lyric about not giving 
up, but it’s also about being young,” former 
Journey singer Steve Perry told the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corp. recently about the song he 
wrote with keyboardist Jonathan Cain and gui- 
tarist Neal Schon, who continue with Journey. 
“Tt’s about having hope and not quitting when 
things get tough, because I’m telling you things 
get tough for everybody.” 


Here are some of its recent incarnations: 


Glee (2009) 
Used as: The main number in the first episode of 
the new Fox series about a high school glee club. 
The reaction: The cast’s version was an overnight 
sensation, with its version landing at No. 4 on the 
pop charts on the strength of its download sales 
alone. It was No.1 on iTunes in a flash. 


Rock of Ages (2009) 

Used as: The finale of the Broadway 
musical, where the entire cast gets 
together and ties up story lines. 

The reaction: The scene helped “Rock 
of Ages” land a Tony nomination for 
best musical and a nod for Constantine 
Maroulis as lead actor in a musical. 


American Idols Live 2009) 
Used as: The finale song on the current 
tour. 

The reaction: Champ Kris Allen and all the 
other touring finalists get a crack at a few 
lines from the classic. What do you think 
the reaction is? 


The Sopranos (2007) 

Used as: The theme music for the HBO 
series’ final scene, a seemingly regular 
family meal at a diner that feels ominous, 
especially when the song cuts out after 
“Don't stop” and the screen goes black. 
The reaction: The song saw an immediate 
resurgence from its part in the scene, 
which became so iconic that Hillary Clinton 
even parodied it as part of her presidential 
campaign.

Do the final 
eye, Rockmore said. 
Check room by 
room to see if any- 

thing needs to be 

addressed immedi- 

ately, such as a dirty 
toilet.
